Louisville Manufactures. 

BILL AND BRASS FOUNDRIES — 8T0CK BLL gACTOBItS. 

The casting of bells and brasa work generally, 
and the manufacture of stock bells are branches of 
trade carried on to a considerable extent bv some 
ten difierent individuals and firms in this city. — 
The business embraces the casting and fittng up 
of church, steamboat, tavern and other bells — 
casting brass work for machinists, gas fitters, 
plumbers, Ac. — and the construction of stock 
bells of all description, in very large quantities. 

There is but one foundry engaged in casting, 
finishing and fitting up church and other bella. — 
The proprietor informs us that his business is 
steadily increasing each year, and this year he 
will turn out thirty-three per cent more work 
than he did in 1858. The bells made at this 
foundry are considered to be of superior quality. 
They are aold as fast as made, to chuiches, 
steamboats, Ac. Several of the churches and 
other public buildings in this city have their 
bella of Louisville make, and we have no hesita- 
tion in saying, from personal observation, that 
there are no public buildings in New Yoik, Phil- 
adelphia, Cincinnati, New Orleans, St. Louis and 
other large cities of the Union, whose bells ex- 
ceed, in excellence, those made by Mr. Wm. Kaye, 
and used on some of the chuiches in this city. 

Stock bells are made here quite extensively. 
The factories engaged in this business in Louis- 
ville, will this year make bells of this discre- 
tion to the value of fully one hundred thousand 
dollars. About forty hands are emloyed in this 
description of work. The principal sales are 
made to the Southern and Western States, Texas, 
Mexico, and different parts of South America. 
One concern largely engaged in this branch of 
manufacturing, cell the principal part of the pro- 
ducts of their factory in New York. The bells 
are purchased there, and sent to different foreign 
markets, chiefly to the variwus cattle graxing 
countries of South America. This busiaess is 
also rapidly increasing. It is found to pay well, 
aDd thus far the sales and business of the manu 
facturers have been limited, simply by the pro- 
ductive capacity of their workshops. There are 
in the city, seven brass foundries, where brass 
castings of almost every description are made. 
Such brass work as is used by machinists, gas 
fitters, plumbers, scalemakers, Ac., are made 
here, and finished as neatly and perfectly as at 
any place in the western country. This 

business, which already amounts to a large 
sum annually, is constantly growing, and 
keeps steady pace with the other rapidly 
increasing manufactures of Louisville.— 
We do not think that, as a general rule, the qual- 
ity of the brass work done at the foundries and 
shops in thia city is surpassed by similar work 
made anywhere. The aggregate annual value of 
the work turned out from the bell foundry and 
bell factories, and difierent brass foundries in Lou- 
isville, does Dot amount to less than two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. It employs, alto- 
gether, about one hundred and twenty operatives 
in its different branches, and is rapidly becoming 
an important and interesting part of the perma- 
nently established industry of Lou.sville.

Day before yesterday we received from Lexing- 
ton a telegraphic dispatch, informing ua that 
Cassius M. Clay had gone to Covington t) make a 
speech for the Hon. Joshua F. Bell. We also re- 
ceived twe letters from the same place, confirma- 
tory of this news. 

Although we are ever anxious and ready to 
give our readers the latest intelligence, *Dd to 
keep them thoroughly posted on whit ia going on, 
we never design to mislead them. Hence we did 
not publish our dispatch yesterday, sor allude to 
our letters, for fear of doing injustice to Mr. BeU. 
We determined to wait until Clay should make 
the speech in question, and then there could be 
uo mistake about it. 

Mr. Clay has ^ade his speech. He spoke at 
Covington last night to a very large audience. 
The following telegraphic dispatch, which we 
received from Cincinnati last night, from a source 
perfectly reliable, tells the whole story of his 
speech, bo far as Bell and Magoffia are con- 
cerned : 

Cincinnati, July 29. 

Editors Louisville Courier : Cassius M. Clay 
had a very large and silent audience In Covington 
to-night. He spoke two hoars and a quarter. He 
took no aides as between Bell and Migoffin, but 
denounced both as political quacks, who dared 
not discuss principles, but skirmished about 
measures. His speech was straight out Republi- 
can. He called upon the non-slaveholders of 
Kentucky to prepare to share in the national tri- 
umph of the Republican party next fall. 

The Meeting at the Falls City Market. 

The Democracy had a glorious meeting at the 
Falls City Market House last night. Lem. Hyatt 
was there, and did some of his beat talking. — 
Capt. Pennebaker had as well give up the race. 
Hyatt stock is rising fast. Lem. will have to go 
to Frankfort next winter.

A Full Discussion of the Peace of Villa Franca 
by the London Times. 

[Exclusive Dispatch to the Cincinnati Commercial.] 

[We have from our New York correspondent, 
by telegraph, the following highly interesting ar- 
ticle from the London Times. It was received 
yesterday by the steamer Jura.] 

This abrupt sod disappointing termination of 
the noble struggle has naturally filled both the 
covert and avowed enemiaa of freedom and pro- 
gress with unwonted exultation. The friends of 
despotism and intolerance, the aristocratic parti- 
sans of Hapsburg rule, the supporters of the holy 
alliance, and the PapaJ throne, are most beside 
themselves with sudden joy. It is a jubilee for 
Austrian Grand Dukes, Italian Cardinals, French 
priests and English Peers. All this is natural 
enough, but there are others besides the avowed 
and real enemies of progress, who regard the 
peace with a kind of satisfaction. Many sincere 
friends of the Italian cause look upon it with 
a kind of sardonic pleasure, as a fulfillment of 
the gloomy prophecies they have uttered ever 
since the commencement of the war. Such 
an alliance, they always said, would never 
prosper, and could produce no good result. — 
The peace is no doubt a very bad one, 
but they are not disappointed, as they never pre 
dieted anything better, and can only marvel at 
the ignorance or credulity of those who imagine 
tha Italian cause would be really seived by a 
selfish and arbitrary ruler like Louis Napoleon. 
Looking at the conditioas of the peace, they turn 
with an air of triumph and exclaim, “ he has be- 
trayed the cause as we always expected he would.” 
We have no wish to share this feeling of triumph, 
nor do we accept the grounds on which it rests. 
Tne cause of Italy is dearer to us than the ful- 
fillment of any prophecies. 

It is far too sacred to be made the instrument 
of mere personal or party triumph, and those 
who are in euruest on the subject, will be more 
anxious to examine the actual result th tn to con 
demn the whole effort as an utter failure. The 
peace ia notoriously imperfect, and we have criti- 
cised it as it deserves. This criticism has brought 
the prophetic enigmas of the all lanoe around us 
More than one correspondent of this class has 
written in a tone of mingled congratulation and 
censure. They heartily approve our condemna- 
tion of the peace and the author of it. But while 
hailing what they regard as an altered tone in 
reference to Louis Napoleon, they express their 
surprise and regret ; we could ever have trusted 
and supported him— the answer to this is short 
and simple. 

We have never trusted or supported the Empe- 
ror of the Freoch, in the sense referred to by our 
own correspondents From the day he first 
assumed the purple, hia character and conduct 
have been unsparingly criticised in these col- 
umns. The judgment formed on both, seven 
years ago, has been confirmed during the interval 
by fresh acta of tyranny, and repeated over and 
over again, and we have hitherto seen no reason 
to change it. His best impulses are obviously of 
a mere selfish kind, but useful actions olten spring 
from questionable motives. To help the great 
cause of .Italian nationality ia emphatically a 
good action, to be welcomed by all lovers of tree- 
dotn. When Louis Napoleon offered such help, 
we, in common with the greatest Italian states- 
men, willingly accepted it. There was a certain 
peril in accepting help iroml such a quarter, but 
while the need was urgent, maoy reasons con- 
spired to render the danger small. 

His fidelity to his engagements, we were per- 
fectly assured, must be au act of euligbtened in- 
terest. Had he, according to bis promise, freed 
Italy from the Alps to the Adriatic, be would 
have effectually bumbled Austria, have establish- 
ed a powerful friendly kingdem on his Southern 
frontier, fixed himself and dynasty on the throne 
of France, and gained, at last, the admiration of 
patriots in every part of the world. He bos, to a 

g reat extent, thrown this great opportunity away, 
e has stepped in mid career, and hastily 

E atched up a miserable peace when he might 
ave gloriously concluded a noble war. But we 
believe in doing so he baa betrayed himself quite 
os much as the cause be championed. He is un- 
faithful. not only to Italy, but to his own highest 
self-interest. Had he concluded the work, his 
triumph, both in France and Italy, would have 
b-eu certain and complete, but it is now only 
dubious and partial. 

A latent consciousness of this lurks in the men- 
dacious aud apologetic tone of the Imperial mani- 
festo just issued by the Emperor to bis soldiers. 
The principal aim of the war is attained,” runs 
the proclamation, “and Italy will become for the 
first time a nation ” Italy, however, has always 
been, save to men of the Metternicb stamp, a na- 
tion. The war was undertaken not to create a 
natioD, which Austria herself has fouod utterly 
beyond the power of the sword, but to make a na 
tion, already existing, mdepeudent. That it has 
failed to do, as the next sentence of the procla- 
mation proves: “Yenetia, it is true, Jremums to 
Austria, but will nevertheless be an Italian 
province, forming a part of the Italian con- 
federation.” This is certainly very like add- 
ing insult to injury. Alter promising to 
liberate Yenetia, it was bad enough to 
leave her ia the gripe of Austria, but 
to insult her with the assertion of a fic- 
titious independence is an aggravation of the 
injury. How Venice cau be politically Italian 
it ts difficult to see. Austrian rule is unhappily 
an iron fact, while the confederation is at preseut 
a myth, and may never become a reality. The 
next sentence of the proclamation is even more 
insultiug. “The union of Lombardy with Pied- 
mont creates for us a powerful ally who will owe 
to us its independence.’’ Nor is the daring as- 
sertion that Italy will hereafter “mistress her 
own destinies” at all more truthful. The whole 
proclamation is indeed a poor attempt to disguise 
the fact that the proclaimed objects of the war 
have been to a great extent sacrificed. Yet it 
would be upjusl to deny that something is gained. 

A large, populous and wealthy province is finally 
wrested from Austria, and forms part of the 
most powerful Italian State. Italian nationality 
has become a question of prime European im- 
portance, and can never again sink into a subor- 
dinate or even secondary place. The spirit of 
the people of Italy has been stirred, and they 
have learned in the brief campaign what may be 
done by united, well organized and resolute ef- 
fort. These are results of permanent value, 
which even the hasty and ignominious peace 
cannot destroy.

A Pans letter to the Independence Beige, of 
Brussels, says the French troops in Italy will, 
now that peace is agreed, be split up into frac- 
tions and stationed apart, null! ordered home, so 
as to avoid the inconvenience attending large 
agglomerations of men. Their sew cantonments 
will naturally be placed in sheltered places and 
near rivers. A good many of the relatives and 
frirnds of the officers and men are preparing to 
go to Italy to see them, and pleasure trains to the 
army are to be organized. 

Galignam’s Messenger says: As soon as the 
important intelligence of the conclusion of peace 
became known yesterday, considerable crowds 
collected, in spite of the extreme beat, and con- 
gratulated each other on the war being over. 

Flags soon appeared at windows, a d at night 
the public offices, theaters, and great thorough- 
fares were brilliantly illuminated. An immense 
crowd tilled the streets, admiring the brilliant ap- 
pearance of the bouses. As was seen at the re- 
joicing on the eccasion of the battle of Solterino, 
many of the secondary streets were more gay 
and better lit up than the grand thoroughfares on 
the Boulevards. A very striking effect was pro 
duced on several points by groups of colored 
lights being clustered fantastically on the higher 
branches of the trees. The Courier de Paris says 
the general basis of the peace has been agreed to, 
but that that act does not by any means exclude 
the meeting of a Congress to decide on the defi- 
nite constitution of Italy. At all events, before a 
Congress could meet, the belligerent powers must 
have come to an understanding on the basis of 
the negotiations. The two Emperors have done 
better. They have signed the peace, but neither 
' one nor the other has intended to withdraw from 
assembled Europe what ia really within her com- 
petency. 

K089UTH AND KLAPKA. 

The Paris correspondent of the London Star 
(not very reliable authority), aaya Kossuth end 
Klapka, according to private letters from Turin, 
have both been detained at that place under the 
strictest surveillance of the French police, to 
whom instinct, no donbt, taught them, if a treaty 
was about to be signed between France sod Aus 
tria, it would not be wise to suffer the two per- 
turbators of Hungarian peace to ran off for Hun- 
gsry. 

The Republicans here are furious at what they 
call the slip which has been given them, and we 
are waiting with the greateat anxiety for the next 
news from Italy.

what bulky, however, aud its preparation and 
application would impose more labor than manv 
farmers are willing to perform, even for the pur- 
pose of making new meadows and pastures out of 
old ones. 

The fourth step in the work of renovation, which 
we are considering, is the application of a heavy 
roller. First scarnfy, then seed, then top-dress, 
and then roll to a hard and even surface. After 
this, horses and cattle may be returned to the 
lands, no matter in what numbers, until the oc- 
currence of the equinoxial rains. By that time 
the seed will be well tramped into the soil, and 
the manure well mixed with the surface. Both 
of these conditions are desirable, especially with 
reference to the pastures. But so soon as the 
September rains begin, remove every hoof. Th* 
new seed sown will now germinate, and the old 
grass pnsh into a vigorous autumnal growth 
And the following year you will have new pas 
tures and new meadows, which will surprise you 
by their contrast with the old.
